Wheat threshing in Rush county 
is expected to begin some time next 
week, which is about a week earlier 
than the 
customary time 
in 
this 
county. 
The only thing that could 
intervene would he 
rain, which is 
greatly desired by the 
farmers for 
their growing crops. 


The wheat which was 
harvested 
earlv is drying out ni«*elv, according 
to 
reports, with 
the result 
that 
threshing can be starte«! earlier'than 
usual. There has been no rain since 
farmer- in the county began cutting 
wheat and much of the time has been 
marked by excessive heat. 
Usually 
new wheat <loes not reach the local 
market much 
before July 4 but it 
appears that the record will be brok­ 
en this year. 


There is much speculation as to 
the probable yield. 
Some 
fanners 
anticipate that the wheat 
will be of

Rathenau ranked with the Hugo 


Stinnes, as one of the strongest men 
in Germany. He incurred the hat- 
red of the monarchists, by his activ- 
ities in the government of Chancel- 
lor Wirth. 


As leader of of the German dele- 


gation at the recent 
Genoa confer- 


ence, he negotiated the treaty with 
Soviet. Russia which was bitterly op- 
posed by the allies.
